Congress Prepares for Mo-
bilization of 150,000 War
Strength and Martial Law
Is Proclaimed in African

Colonies.

troops.

It = not likely thers will be an actual
declnration of war untll after Congress
mesta tomorrow. Tha order for moblliza-
tlon Is consldered hers tantamount to
a declarntlon of war,

Portugal Is unanimous in Its determina-
tion. Thae leadera of nll partiea have
haen In conference with the Prealdent
and the Cabinet, and the decislon to
call Congress was the result,

There in great enthusiasm for war In
the army and among the paople,

Martial law hns beon declared In the
Portuguess Congo, which I8 borderad on
the south by German Southwest Afriea,
according to  dispatches received here
from  Loanda. This Ix interproted s
meaning that already there have heen
clnshes between the German and Portu-
guesn forcea there, perhnps similar to
thnt eauged by the affects to spread ro-
voit through the British Unlon of South
Afriea.
